GOVERNMENT MUST AID. 
If there were 110 hydraulic mines what­ 
ever upon the tributaries of the Sacra­ 
mento river; if no mining debris came 
into th e river; if the present cause of in­ 
jury to th e stream was not known in the 
question, the right would remain to have 
< iovernmcnt attention given to and work 
done upon the river to preserve its navi­ 
gability whenever the need for it d<- 
vcloped. The fact that hydraulic mining 
doeó injury to the river in no way inter­ 
venes to thwart the right to call upon 
the Government for aid to keep navigable 
the free water highways in the State. 
What is wanted i* work by Government 
order upon the river; that begun or even 
ordered brings the Federal authority face 
to face with whosoever does any act that 
will tend to destroy the work undertaken 
or render useless the undertaking of the 
work ordered. 
The Government will 
thus be so situated that it must command 
tin* trespasser to cease his trespass. This 
it can do, as it lias often done, without any, 
appeal to the Courts, but by virtue of ex­ 
ecutive authority. A very simple illus­ 
tration will present the whole question of 
Federal interference. Suppose when Trail 
< reek wa3 being dug out by order of the 
Government to make for Indiana a safe 
harbor upon the southeast shore of Lake 
Michigan, that the captain of a boat had 
so winter-stored hi* vessel across the chan­ 
nel as to induce the 
formation 
of 
new 
bars 
or 
impede 
Government 
work : is it sup¡>osable for a moment that 
the Government authorities would tem­ 
porize with the trespasser or appeal to the 
* 'ourts for his removal? The case oc­ 
curred, the barrier was removed forcibly 
by Federal order, and the offender sent to 
the Courts for punishment-. Again, if one 
should erect a mill upon the bank of the 
Sacramento river and dump its refuse into 
rhe stream so as to form dangerous deposits 
where a Government dredger was at work, 
is it sup possible that lie would l>e allowed 
to continue the nuisance, or that the work 
nt the dredger would In* sus]>ended until 
the Courts could adjudge the removal of 
the obstruction ? Again,suplióse the Gov­ 
ernment boat Seizer to he engaged in mill­ 
ing 6nags from the river, and at the same 
time parties iq»on tlie hanks are felling 
trees and plunging them into the same 
shallow places of the stream from which 
the boat has dragged the snags • does anyone 
suppose the Government would submit to 
such trespass upon its effort to clear the 
stream? The litigation by the people of 
•the valley against river-destroying influ­ 
ences has determined 
the principle 
involved in favor of the people of the val­ 
ley. The further application of the htw 
should be diligently pursued, but in the 
meantime no one who Ixdievcs that the 
Government owes this |>eople the duly of 
reclaiming and protecting the river and 
the bays will object to the invocation of 
Government interference also. No other 
authority can or will do the needed work 
upon the streams. The Federal Govern­ 
ment can and must lie induced to do it. 
THE IMMIGRATION^ ASSOCIATION. 
The decision oí the Immigration So­ 
ciety of Northern California to continue 
its work is wliat was desired. To have de­ 
cided otherwise would have been a confes­ 
sion that ail the labor of the past year had 
been misdirected, when the truth is the 
Society has had remarkable success.

A DOOMED CITY. 
Shocking Picture of the Condition of 
Guaymas. 
A. Green, proprietor of the American 
Hotel in Guaymas, Mexico, has just ar­ 
rived in San Francisco, and speaks of the 
outbreak of yellow fever as follows: 
"Yellow fever has broken out again at 
Guaymas, its tirst appearance taking place 
about three weeks before I left, which was 
on August 5th. Wo were in hopes down 
there that after last year there would be no 
tuore lever, and many who intended to 
leave last year changed their minds, ex­ 
pecting that the dread disease would not 
return. But it came back this year more 
severe in its form than at any previous time. 
Three years ago when it first appeared it 
was very malignant, but still tiicre were a 
number of persons who recovered. Last 
year it occurred in a lighter form than the 
previous year, but this year not one who 
has been taken down with the veliow fever 
has escaped death. Up to the time ! left 
there were fifteen deaths, and cine new 
cases of the disease were reported on the 
I day preceding my departure. There are 
other cities, Mazatlan and coast cities being 
among them, where yellow fever prevails 
but not so much as at Guaymas. The city 
physician at Guaymas, Dr. Figaro, has not 
reported to the neighboring cities that yel­ 
low fever is prevalent in Guaymas, and 
lienee the vessels arriving from there are 
not put in quarantine here. 1 know that 
from '.lie fact that 110 delay was put on me 
when 1 arrived. Business is suffering verv 
much in Guaymas on account of the fever. 
1 hail give you an example. Mv hotel and 
saloon formerly brought in about $175 a 
day, but before I left it brought in nothing. 
There is absolutely no travel there now. I 
make these statements because there arc 
many who think that the assertions relat­ 
ing to the sircad of yellow fever are over­ 
drawn, but I can assure all those non-be­ 
lievers that it is just as bad as represented. 
Dr. McFadden, the city physician of Muzat- 
lan, states that yellow fever would never 
leave Guaymas until the temperature is so 
low as to freeze the germs out of the air: 
but as there is no hope of such a change in 
the climate, it is very likely that Guaymas 
is a doomed city.” 
THE SILVER PiiOfeliGff. 
Treasurer Jordan's Action—The Scarcity 
of Small Bills. 
[By Telegraph] 
New Yokk, September 12th.—It is de­ 
clared here that there is a movement on 
foot by which the effect of Treasurer Jor­ 
dan's order will be annulled. Certain 
bank presidents suggest it would be possi­ 
ble to deposit gold treasure with the Sub­ 
Treasury and receive in return standard 
dollars, and the next day return silver dol­ 
lars and get silver certificates. The gold 
would remain here, the silver certificates 
would be returned in time, and the force 
of Jordan's contract would be broken. 
The World says: The decrease in the 
amount of legal tenders held by the banks 
is explained by the bankers l.y the fact 
that large sinus of money are being for­ 
warded ¡South by the banks to move the 
cotton crop. Last week $1,000,U00 was 
sent South, and by the end of this week 
probably $5,000,001) more will lie for­ 
warded. The bankers say the amount is 
sent m small denominations, ranging from 
$5 to $50. 
The Financial Chronicle says: New Y ork 
bankers think the gold movement from 
abroad, which began this week, is to reach 
large proportions, but in view of the un­ 
certainty which surrounds the future of 
the silver issue in this country, we think 
the shipments to this city will at least be 
largely delayed. The recent fall in the 
price of bar silver in London is, for good 
reason, attracting wide attention in finan­ 
cial circles. The decline has been steady. 
The price is now 17id per ounce, on which 
basis the bullion value of the standard 
dollar is equal to about «0 cents. The fall 
is due to silver being poured into India 
from every part of the world in an in­ 
creasing volume, and as a consequence the 
large amount of India Council bills offered 
are in excess of the demand.

SIXTH DAY OF THE THIRTY-SEC­ 
OND ANNUAL EXHIBITION. 


U nequalcd Stock Parade — Four- 
Year-O ld Stallions' R ecord Low­ 
ered 2 1-2 Seconds—A G ala Day. 


Sa'urdav was another lovely day for the 
visitors to enjoy to the full the State Fair, 
which they were evidently doing, bath at 
the Park throughout the day, and at the 
Pavilion in the evening till 11 o'clock. 
The stock parade, to which more extended 
remarks are given below, was an CY’ent of 
great importance aud pleasure to those in­ 
terested in owning or viewing fine cattle, 
while in the afternoon the lowering of the 
trotting record for four-year-old stallions, 
by two and a half seconds, was another 
glory Yvon for California horses. 
The attendance at the Park in the day­ 
time, and at the Pavilion in the eY’ening, 
was larger than on anv previous day. The 
receipts at the Park were $1,158, and at the 
Pavilion $656, making a total of $1,814. 
The Pavilion never looked so gay as now, 
in its bright-colored trimmings and' the mag­ 
nificently arranged and many-hued ex­ 
hibits, under the strong electric lights 
which depend from all parts and nooks of 
the immense structure. The steady promen­ 
ade of the great concourse of Y'isitors was 
kept up until past 11 o'clock, and many 
seemed loth even then to leave the bright 
and alluring surroundings. 
It is expected that the attendance will he 
still very greatly increased during this 
week.

Mr. Milco’s exhibit of bubacli, under 
the care of Matthew Cooke, is a very attrac­ 
tive display. This insect exterminator is 
widely and favorably known. Not only in 
its use as a powder, is it a valuable agent, 
but in solution is invaluable as an inscct- 
cidc for use on fruit trees.

J. F. Hill, of the Pacific Wheel and Car­ 
riage YVorks, Nos. 1301 to 1323 J street, 
makes a large and handsome display of the 
products of his factory, in the Pavilion in 
an alcove, southwest of tlie rotunda.

Under the head­ 
ing of “ ex-Senator McGiven dead,” it says 
in its telegraphic news: " Ex-Senator Mc- 
GtY’eu, of California, died at noon to-day 
at the New Y'ork Hotel. Senator Call, of 
California, was with him at the time of his 
death.' Even a Californian would hardly 
make out who was intended by “Senator 
McGiven, and Senator Call, instead of be­ 
ing from tlie Golden State, represents the 
everglades of Florida in tlie Upper House 
of Congress. 
The gamesters who attempted to evade 
tlie anti-gambling laws last week, by play­ 
ing studhorse poker, Yvith the “ horse” left 
out, and expected to block the wheels of 
the Police Court until after the close of the 
fair, it their prosecution was attempted, 
are iviser now. They had proceed­ 
ed so far after their summary arrest 
as to demand jury trials, and have a large 
number of business men summoned away 
lrom their work, as jurors. The “ block­ 
ing” business was progressing in entire ac­ 
cordance with their programme, when 
Mayor Brown quietly stepped in and had 
the complaints for misdemeanor dismissed 
and the defendants re-arrested on others, 
charging felony. This transferred the cases 
to tlie realm of the Superior Court, and re­ 
duced the present consideration of tlie 
stud— - poker players to merely that of 
being examined aiul bound OY’e r by tlie 
Police Judge until after the fair. YVlien 
tlie cases reach tlie Superior Court, special 
and able counsel will be employed with a 
view to enforcing the law against artful 
dodging bv whoever attempted.

INTELLIGENCE. 


M arquis of ftuecnsbcrry. 
A i Armory Hall, Saturday evening, about 
300 spectators assembled to witness the 
light between Jaek Dempsey, champion 
light-weight of tlie I uited States, and Tom 
-Norton, of this city. Dempsey is about 5 
feet 7] inches in bight, looks like anything 
huta formidable man until he gets wanned 
up. and weighs, in lighting trim, 110 
pounds. It is claimed for him that he lias 
never lost a tight, and those wiio saw him 
Saturday evening will be surprised if they 
ever hear that he lias been beaten by a mail 
of hr* ffize. Norton is a heavier man, and 
appeared in the ring a tine specimen of 
muscular formation. The men fought for 
(he receipts of the house, the winner to 
take «50 per cent., and the loser 40 per cent. 
It was nearly 11 o'clock before the men en­ 
tered the ring, but they then quickly set­ 
tled the preliminaries, and after oilicers 
Sullivan and Darrell had examined the 
gloves and found them to be sufficiently 
suit and harmless, *' business " commenced. 
Dempsey remained inactive for a few sec­ 
ond*. and Norton, becoming impatient, be­ 
gan turcing the lighting, which was not the 
best policy to pursue if lie desired to last 
out the six rounds, Marquis of Queensberry, 
agreed upon. Dempsey simply acted upon 
the defensive lor the lirst two minutes, 
though Norton reached him more than 
once; he then, having gauged his man, 
commenced to light, and showed that he 
had great reach, was exceedingly clever 
with his left, and hit very hard. When 
time was called, both men went to their 
corners smiling. Dempsey got tin- best of 
the second round, working very coollv, 
while his opponent got excited, and at tlie 
end of the round was getting short of wind. 
In tlie third round Dempsey showed great 
superiority as a fighter and boxer, selecting' 
his place to hit, and Landing his blows al­ 
most at will. After a good hit he would 
get away, and watch Norton with a quiz­ 
zical smile, as much as to say‘'IIow are 
you getting along with that '.’ " His favorite 
mark appeared to be tlie right side of Nor­ 
ton’s head and face, and upon them he de­ 
livered several jarring blows. Norton soon 
exhibit) d a bad right eye, with blood flow­ 
ing from a cnt in the corner. He got dis­ 
tressed rapidly, and clinched frequently, 
but tin men broke away promptly at the 
command of the referee. Toward the end 
of the round Norton was weak and stagger­ 
ing, and evidently anxious for the call ol' 
“ time.' The fight was virtually over. At 
the beginning of the fourth round Norton 
fought desperately, pluekiiy taking punish­ 
ment in the hope of giving Dempsey a set­ 
tler. The hitter was confident, and appar­ 
ently as fresh as at the end of the first 
round. In getting away from Norton, he 
tell against and partly through the ropes, 
and Norton fell upon him, and being given 
u toss, wont through and down upon the 
tloor. Before lie reascended the stage, offi­ 
cers Kent and Farrell went upon it, and or­ 
dered the fight to cease. The referee then 
decided the match over, and that Dempsey, 
having had the best of it, had won. After 
the match Dempsey spoke highly of Nor­ 
ton’s ability, saying in effect tliut be was 
the best man he had niet on the coast.

Detectives have 
been at work on the case ever since, and 
their labors have resulted in the arrest of 
Peter Polev. aged 
residing in Teller 
Point. Melrose: Thomas Fitzpatrick, 27 
vears old, a book-kecfier. living at 201 
Monroe street, and David Naughton. aged 
30, a salesman at No. 9s Mouroe street. 
The combination of dry 
goods 
clerks 
known as the Equality Association holds 
its meetings at Orchard Hall, a saloon kept 
by Morris Kersten. at 63} Orchard street, 
a id it was suspected that one or more 
mem iters of the landlord's family knew 
much about the crime. 
Some time after 
the explosion a stranger icgan to frequent 
Kersten s saloon, and finally obtained Jroru 
the sons of the proprietor the fact that 
they 
had 
lnard 
threats

night of the explosion a man 
entered the sa!o<bt and handed one of the 
Kersten boys a package, and asked him to 
give it to David .1.

Fitz­ 
patrick. 
Naughton 
asked if a parcel 
had

Naughton 
and his companions then went out. fol­ 
lowed, however, by David and Frank 
Kersten. 
Naughton and his companions 
proceeded to Gurry Brothers’ store, where 
Kersten saw them place som ething beside 
the window-sash, after which Daley and 
Naughton ran away, 
while Fitzpatrick 
walked from the spot, and was knocked 
down by the terrific explosion that im m e­ 
diately followed.

ordered by the present Czar since his acces­ 
sion to the throne.

it, 
and the 
engravers 
have 
required 
tim e 
to 
perfect 
it. 
My 
special 
mission 
to 
Europe was to see, this telescope. 
The 
m ountings were made by the Rapsolds, of 
Hamburg. 
1 exam ined the instrument 
thoroughly, buth as to its structure and 
working. 
It is large, and the finest refract­ 
ing telescope in all its points that has ever 
been made. 
Tite working is admirable in 
every respect. 
1 visited Paris to see if they 
bad finally succeeded in casting the rough 
glass for the Lick telescope. 
They have 
succeeded. The order was given over four 
years ago. The firm in that interval made 
several unsuccessful efforts to cast the 
glass. 
A pair of disks have finally been 
made. They are both to be shipped at 
once to Alvin Clark it Sons, for final grind­ 
ing and polishing. 
1 advised that both be 
sent, so that the optician might make his 
choice. 
The maker is Fiel, of Paris. 
The 
disks arc thirty-nine inches in diameter. 
They will be six inches larger than the 
disks of the Pultowa telescope. 
The Lick 
instrument will he fifty-five feet long, a 
monster, and the largest refracting tele­ 
scope in existence.”
